HOW THE ELECTORAL TOTES "WERE 


COUMED IX EARLY TIMES. 


om the Record Prepared by W. J McDon- 


ald, Clilet Clerk of the Senate. 


In 1789 Joha Langdon, President of 


the Senate, was instructed to prepare 
lertificates for George Washington and 
John Adams, and the record shows 
the following : 


'Be it known that the Senate and 


House of Representatives of the Uniteu 
States of America, being convened in 
tlie city and State of New York, the 6th 
day nf April, in the year of our Lord, 
17S9, the underwritten, appointed Presi- 
dent f f the Senate for the sole purpose 
of receiving, opening and counting the 
votes of electors, did, in the presence of 
tlie said Senate and House of Represen- 
tatives, open all the certificates and 
count all the votes of the electors for a 
President and for a Vire President, by 
which it appears that George Washing- 
ton, Esquire, was unanimously elected, 
agreeably lo the Constitution, to the 
offlre of President of the United States 
of America. 


"In testimony whereof 1 luive he:e- 


unto set my hand anil seal. 


JOHN LAXGWW," 


A similar certificate, substituting the 


name of "Vioe President" for "Presi 
dent," was issued to John Adams. 


In 1797 John Adams wa? President 


of the Senate (that is to say, Vice- 
President,) and counted the vote which 
elected him President. lie, therefore, 
required no ('notification, but was in 
itructed by Congress to issue, and did 
issue, the following • 


"Be it known, That the Senate and 


House of Representatives of the Lnited 
.'Hates of America, being convened in 
the city of Philadelphia, on the second 
Wednesday of February, in the year ol 
our Lord one thousand seven hundred 
and ninety-seven, the underwritten, Vice 
President of the United States and Pres- 
ident of the Senate, did, in the presence 
of the said Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives, open all tlio certificates and 
count all the votes of the electors foi 
President and Vice President, by which 
itappears that Thomas Jefferson, Escj., 
was duly elected, agreeably to the Con- 
stitution, Vice President of tlie L'nitciJ 
States of Ameiica. 


"In witness wliereof I have hereunto 


set my hand and seal this 10th dsy ol 
February, 1797' 
JOITN ADAMS. 


In 1801 Thomas Jefferson, Vice 


President, and President of the Sen- 
ate, counted the votes, and, it will be 
remembered, the election went to the 
House, resulted in the election of Jef- 
farson as President and Burr as Vice 
President. Jefferson, therefore, need- 
ed no notification, but upon instruction 
from Congress, he issued the following 
to Burr : 


"Be it known, That the Senate and 


House of Representatives of the Uniiec 
States of America, being convened at the 
city of Washington, on the second Wed- 
nesday of Februaiy. A, D. 1801, the un- 
derwritten, Vice President of the Unitec 
States and President of the Senate, did 
in the presence of the siid Senate anc 
House of Representatives, open all the 
certificates and count all the votes of the 
electors for President; whereupon it ap 
peared that Thomas Jefferson, of Virgin 
ia, and Aaron Burr, of New York, hat 
a majority of the votes of the electors. 
and an ei]iial number of votes; in con 
sequence of which the House of Repre 
sentatives proceeded to a choice of r 
President, and have this day notified tc 
the Senate that Thomas Jefferson has by 
them been duly chosen President; by al 
of which it appears that Aaron Burr 
Esq , ot New York, is duly elected 
agreeably to the constitution, Vice Pres 
ident of the United Stntos of America.
